WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—That the 
tariff bill will be in the hands of 
resident Wilson for signature by Sat- 
urday night was the prediction today 
of Senator Simmons.

Perfecting the Tariff Bill. 


Through the pressure of wholesome public opin- 
ion, two unwise amendments to the tariff bill have 
been eliminated. One of these sought to weaken the 
restrictions which the House had thrown around the 
importation of -vild-bird plumage; it was dropped 
in the Senate caucus. The other proposed a duty of 
twenty-five per sent on art objects; it has been lib- 
erally modified by the tariff conference committee. 
Tere remains a third amendment, that which levies 
a burdensome, if not prohibitive, tax on all cotton 
sold for future delivery, which is more pernicious 
than either of the others and which, it is to be hoped, 
the House and Senate conference will discard. 

The proposal to tax art importation was little 
short of barbarous. It was roundly denounced by 
everyone who is interested in the cause of aesthetic 
education. The committee has placed etchings and 
engravings on the free list and has reduced to fif- 
teen per cent the duty on pastels, pen-and-ink draw- 
ings and paintings in oils. Paintings a hundred years 
old are to be admitted duty free. “The advocates of 
free art,” says the New York Evening Post, “were 
successful on every important point and the thanks 
of all art,lovers the country oyer should go to Chair- 
man Underwood for his brave and enlightened stand 
upon this matter.” : i

Plans for Developing Alaska. 


"he idea that true conservation means far more 
than mere preservation applies just now with pecu- 
liar force to the natural wealth of Alaska, It is well 
fo: the national government to save the mines and 
forests of this territory from absorbtion and control 
by a few special interests; but that is not enough. It 
is equally importan. that these resources be developed 
for the welfare of the common interests. The policy 
of lodffing them up like a muser’s*hoard’ so that they 
bonefit no one is as undesirable in its way as that 
of leaving them to the abuse of monopoly. The great 
duty and problem of the Government is to provide a 
method and means whereby Alaskan treasure may be 
wisely used for the upbuilding of that particular re- 
gion and for the good of the common country, 

Secretary Lane of the Department of the Interior 
believes that one safe means to that end will be tae 
building of a railroad to connect the country’s inland 
with its ports and with the highways of commerce in 
the States. This road, he thinks, should be built and 
controlled, though not necessarily operated, by the 
federal government. Its operation may be left to pri- 
vate enterprise but the ultimate policies of such a 
road should be securely within public jurisdiction. 
“Under this plan,” says Mr. Lane, “Alaske will develop 
most safely and speedily and the resources of the 
country will be most speedily available to the people 
as a whole.” 

“There is but one way to make any country 

a real part of the world and that is by the con- 
struction of railroads into it. This has been the 
heart of England's policy in Africa, of Russia's 
policy in western Asia and it is the prompting 
hope of the ney movement in Chine. Whoever 
owns the railroads of a country determines very 
largely the future of that country, the character 
of its population, the kind of industries they wilt 
engage in and ultimately the nature of the civili- 
zation they will enjoy.”

he one “discovery” of the recent contest at Gar- 
den City for the amateur golf cHampionship of the 
United States was @ Massachusetts youngster, just In 
his twenties, who, until his brilliant showing in that 
tournament, was unknown outside of his own state. 
Witnesses of his playing at that time confidently her- 
alded him as “‘a comer.” 


But they hardly expected him to arrive so soon or 
in so dramatic a manner as he did in the play for the 
open championship which finished at Brookline 
with young Ouimet the victor. ‘This tournament 
embraced among its contestants the best of the pro- 
fessional and amateur golfers of the United States, to- 
gether with some of the ablest of the professionals 
of Great Britain, France and Canada, constituting de- 
cidedly the strongest field ever assembled in this coun- 
try. ‘On Friday afternoon when most of the scores 
were in, the championship seemed tobe in-the hands of 
one of two British representatives, Harry Vardon and 
Edward Ray, who were tied with the lowest score. 
More than a hundred Americans, professional and ama- 
teur, home-bred and imported, had been beaten by this 
famous pair. Vardon, several times open champion of 
England, once open champion of the United States, one 
of the world’s long recognized authorities on the sci- 
ence of tha gare and a most successful exponent of 
its practice,was coupled with the giant Ray, ranked 
by some as even Vardon’s superior. That the tie would 
be played off by these two alone was regarded as 
settled. 

Then came reports that young Ouimet, still out on 
the links, was putting up @ gallant fight in the rain, 
and the big “gallery” flocked to him as the last des- 
perate “American hope.” When he finished the final 
round with the Same score that Vardon:and Ray had 
to their credit the precedent-breaking conduct of the 
usually decorous “gallery,” as reported by the dis- 
patches, is readily comprehensible. Few, however, real- 
ly expected the youth to defeat his more experienced 
competitors in the play-off. . The advantages, 
barring Ouimet's familiarity with the links, seemed all 
with them. Perhaps, however, his very youth and in- 
experience contributed to his triumph, in a lack of awe 
for his redoubtable antagonists. At any rate, he has 
done what no other American golfer has ever done: 
he has not only defended the championship against the 
crack, golfers of the home of golf, but—what was con- 
sidered an impossibility—he has demonstrated that an 
amateur can put out the crack professionals of his own 
country. 

With such a performance, at such an age, there will 
be no surprise at any future record he may make.— 
Louisville Courier-Journal,

FOR PURER FOODS 
By Frederic J. Haskin 


“The bureau of chemistry will fail of its mission jt 
f€ does not bring*to the people of the United States a 
purer and better food supply. just as the department o¢ 
agriculture would come short of its opportunities if i, 
failed to give them a more abundant food supply.” 
aes 
Thus speaks Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, who succeeded Dr, 
Harvey W. Wiley as the chief of the bureau of chem. 
istry. He declares that the man who aduiterates ang 
misbrands foods and drugs degerves all the punishment 
that can be inflicted upon him, and that the work or 
ferreting him out and visiting upon him the penalties 
But at the sane 
time he realizes that there wre other kinds of food reg. 
ulation with which the bureau can concern itsely which 
will do vastly more for the public health than the mere 


prohibition of misbranding. 
eee 


According to Dr. Alsberg, the worst food that cay 
reach the consumer is that which carrics discasepro. 
ducing germs, and that is usually the Kind that is han. 
dled and eaten raw. Milk, oysters, and some of the 
yegetables are the worst offenders, and they are very 
frequently—in fact, usually—beyond the power of the 
bureau of chemistry. Food cannot be reached by na 
tional law under the federal constitution until it crosses 
a‘state line. Then it gets into interstate commerce, 
and the bureau of chemistry can control it, As a rule, 
however, the bulk of loose foodstuffs is consumed with, 
in the states in which it is raised, and it is only the It, 
tle fringe of territory contiguous to state lines: thay iy 
affected principally by national food laws, 


The remainder must be reached indirectly, and the 
bureau of chemistry has chosen two methods of han 
dling it. One is co-operation with state health ages 
cies, and the other a nation-wide campaign of educa 
tion. Constructive co-operation with all health agen- 
cies will take the form of an attempt to co-ordinate all 
these forces and to induce them to work in a harmo- 
nious way toward a common end. To this end a meet. 
ing of all of the food and drug officials of the country 
has been called to assemble in Washington in Novem- 
ber. At this meeting an effort will be made to frame 
a common policy which all of these agencies can pursus 
and under which they can co-operate. ‘Then the bureau 
of chemistry, when it finds a condition within a state 
which it cannot reach, can advise the food and drug 
officials of that state and through thom get the reme- 
dial action desired. Likewise, when a state official 
finds a situation which he cannot touch because it in- 
volves interstate commerce, he will tip off the bureau 


of chemistry, and it can bring the offenders to book 
eee 


In carrying oft the campaign of educasion the bu 
reau of chemistry hopes to place the knowledge it 
gathers in the hands of every housewife in the country, 
in such a way that she can apply it in her everyday 
life. For instance, the bureau is determined to radi 
cate and destroy the popular impression that the label 
“Guaranteed under the Pure Food and Drugs Act’ 
means that the government guarantees the food. Dx, 
Alsberg declares that the goyernment is in no seuss 
the guarantor, and that tho label is put there by the 
manufacturer, not for the purpose of guaranteeing te 
product to the consumer, but for the purpose of pie 
tecting the retailer from loss in case the article dues 
not come up to representations, 


eee 
‘The label “Guaranteed under the Pure Food ani 
Drugs Act” on a package means no more than if 4 


maker of a hat guaranteed its quality to tho retaile, 
All sorts of frauds are resorted to under that label, 
and the confidence it inspires in the buying publie is 
not justified. Dr. Alsberg wants the country to know 
that food or drugs wearing that livery may be just as 
bad and just as dangerous as those bearing no label at 
all Of course, this is not generally the case, Most 
manufacturers who guarantee thelr products live up to 
their guarantees, but some do not, and the bureau of 
chemistry wants everybody to understand that the 
guarantee is that of tle manufacturer, and not that 
ef the government. 
eee 

Sometimes the bureau finds the label’ “Guaranterd 
under the Pure Food and Drugs Act” in unexpected 
places. One purveyor of a notoriously immoral and 
criminal preparation put on the packages the usual 
guaranty phrase, and when it was brought to the at 
tention of the bureau it was powerless to stop the 
making of the preparation. 1t had to go to the post- 
office department for means of suppressing it—by de- 
nying the manufacturer the use of the mails and pun- 
ishing him for sending immoral preparations by post. 

‘The principal weapon with which the bureau is B0- 
ing tofight the man who violates the law is promptamd 
adequate publicity. ‘The fines that have been inflicted 
in the past have constituted no serious deterrent, but 
now, the minute action is taken the wheels of public- 
ity begin to turn. As soon as a seizure is made the 
newspapers of the vicinity in which it occurs are noti- 
fied and the day final judgment is rendered the news 
is promptly and fully given out. A list of all the fool 
and drug journals is supplied with all this informa 
tion, and now the effort on the part of offenders Is 
avoid the publicity that follows conviction. Fifty 
thousand news letters are distributed among the cro? 
correspondents of the country, which contain informa 
tion as to all seizures of insecticides and patent med!- 
cipes.

He shows one gown that Is regarded 
by many Americans as the best frock 
ot the season. It has a narrow and 
slightly draped skirt of gray char- 
meuse, and over ‘this is a tight-fitting 
tunic wrapped about the back of the 
figure. half as far as the knees, and 
pleated up to the high waist line in 
front. 

As an edge to this tunic is a six- 
inch ruffle of deep yellow chiffon, the 
color that is more like the middle of 
amber than anything else. It has more 
richness than topaz and more depth 
than chartreuse. Misruffie follows the 
line of the tunie and fills in the open 
space in front. 

The bodice of this gown is of this yel- 
low chiffon made .with a deep yoke 
across the back, and slight fulness from 
yoke to waist.
